Bidders  must  have  established  credit  with  the  cataloguers  or  send  a 
deposit  equal  to  25%  of  their  bids.  Such  deposits  will  be  promptly  refunded 
if  bids  are  not  successful.

TEION,  probably  the  best  known  and  most  talked  about  coin  for 
the  last  24(51  years.

This  is  doubtlessly  a  commemorative  issue,  in  celebration  of 
Gelon’s  victory  over  the  Carthaginians  in  479  B.  C.  It  seems 
that  this  coin  was  immediately  dubbed  “Demareteion”  (or 
Demarete  coin),  as  we  know  from  a  passage  in  Diodorus: 

“The  Carthaginians  agreed  to  pay  an  indemnity  and  offered 
a  golden  crown  to  Demarete,  the  wife  of  Gelon.  For  she, 
when  importuned  by  them,  used  her  influence  when  the  peace 
terms  were  drawn  up;  and  having  been  presented  with  the 
crown  weighing  one  hundred  gold  talents,  she  struck  from  it 
the  coin  which  was  named  DEMARETEION  after  her  .  .  .  ” 

(Quoted  from  Seltman,  Greek  Coins,  pg.  102ff.,  where  this  author 
makes  additional  interesting  comments). 

Boehringer,  in  his  book  “Die  Muenzen  von  Syrakus”  published  in 
1929,  knew  of  13  specimens,  nine  of  which  were  in  Public  Col¬ 
lections.  When  Rizzo  published  his  latest  book  on  Sicilian  coins 
in  1946.  he  had  learned  of  three  additional  discoveries: 

a. )  probably  the  finest  specimen,  now  in  the  Museum  of  Fine 

Arts,  Boston; 

b. )  this  specimen; 

c. )  another,  apparently  in  a  private  collection.
